trustee and recordkeeper on October 2008 when the Company replaced

Wachovia as the prior trustee and recordkeeper The Plan is administered by

the Missouri Natural Wage Deferral Savings Plan Committee Committee
which is committee appointed by the Laclede Gas Company Board of

Directors The Plan is subject to the provisions of the Employee Retirement

Contributions Employees elect payroll deductions in increments ranging
